Owing to Mia Columbian festivities 
in this city last week, school and 
work was suspended on Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday. 

The front of the entrance of the 
main building was tastefully decorat- 
ed frith national colors, and the stars 
and stripes waved proudly on the 
pole of the tower. The small hoys, 
no wonder, asked the meaning of all 
thin. Soon the name of Columbus 
was all yu could sec these little boys 
talking about. Some wanted to know 
if he was going to honor Fan wood 
with a visit, whether he was deaf, or 
some one connected with deaf mute 
instruction. Columbus discovered 
America just four hundred years 
ago, and now New York City was to 
celebrate the event for the first time. 

And such a celebration it was, too, 
that the pupils, who, by the kind in 
vitatiou of Miss Rhinelander, saw the 
school and military parade! from the 
grand stand in front of her Fifth 
Avenue mansion, near Washington 
Park. 

The majority of the pupils, of 
course, eagerly awaited this coining 
event beforehand, and preparation* 
had been made for about, one hun- 
dred of the hoys to lake part in the 
oollege and sohool parade, but it was 
given up at the last moment to aooept 
the kind invitation of Miss Rhine- 
lander, which indeed was a rare treat 
to them.

The Hudson River fronting'the'In- 

stitution never presented such a 

magnificent ipeotaole h on Tuesday 

last, when it was filled with various 
pleasure craft — tug-boats, yachts and 
Other boats —and what rendered if 
more striking was that nearly all 
were gayly decorated with hunting 
and flags of all nations.
